The little group had been in- 
dulging in reminiscences through 
i the smoke of their cigars. The 
stories had taken on a tragic turn.

This opinion may bo incorrect 
from the fact that section 17§8 of 
the new Code, Vol. 1, provides 
this, that a voter shall be a quali- 
fied voter for a member of the 
General Assembly and also a bona 
fide resident of the district for 90 
days before the election. But 
when this law of this section was 
made no voter was required to reg- 
ister but he hatj other qualifica - 
tions, hence 1 take it forgranted 
that it is the other qualifications 
now in force. In a word all the 
qualifications he had at that time 
are still in force, and the registra- 
tion act found in another section of 
the same book, section 35, could 
not create a new condition of things 
for an old law and engraft it on 
to the old law without an amend- 
ment of it. 

So that my best opinion i,:. this, 
that he need not register to vote 
n a district for stock law but must 
have buen a bona fide resident of 
the district for 90 days and have 
all the qualifications of a member 
of the General Assembly except 
registration because it wa§ nQt Re-

Question.— Please give me some 
formation regarding the ringing of 
pigs. What should be the size of the 
ring, and of what material should it be 
made? How long can the ring remain 
in the nose without injury? 

Answer.— Rings are put in the noses 
of pigs or hogs to prevent their rooting. 
The ring should be placed in the tough 
cartilage at the top of the nose, through 
which a hole must be punched to re- 
ceive it. The ring should be from 1 
to \\i inches in diameter, aud should 
be made of either steel or copper. It 
can remain in the nose of the hog dur- 
ing its life without injury. Should you 
turn the animal on a field of potatoes or 
gronndpeas, where you want him to 
root, the ring must be removed. Where 
hogs are kept on grass or clover through 
the summer they should always be 
ringed, as otherwise they do muoh 
damage by rooting for worms or grass 
roots.— State Agricultural Department. 



Question.— I enclose a plant foriden- 
tificatiou. It came up in my garden, 
Where I planted a paper of lettuce soed.' 
It is something like the horse nettle, as 
you see. Is it good for auythiug? 

Answer— The weed is what is known 
as the Buffalo Bur (solan 
turn). Its native home is the western 
plains north of Mexico, whei 
traveled slowly towards the east, until 
now it is found in every state in the 
Union, though still quite rare in Geor- 
gia This plant differs from the horse 
nettle in having yellow flowers, instead 
of white, and bears thorny burs, in- 
stead of smooth, yellow berries like the 
nettle. It is an annual and propagated 
ouly by the seed, which are not as nu- 
merous as iu most troublesome weeds. 
It is absolutely good for nothing and 
you should destroy every plant you see, 
before the seeds mature and are carried 
to other places by sticking to any ani- 
mal that may brush against them.— State 
Agricultural Department. 

Standard Weight* of Farm ProdaotJ. 

Question.— Will you please publish 
for the benefit of mvself aud other 
farmers the standard weights for Geor- 
gia of the various farm products? 

Answer.— The following are the es- 
tablished legal weights per bushel as 
given by the code: Wheat, 60 pouuds; 
shelled corn, 56 pouuds; com in the ear, 
70 pouuds; peas, GO pounds; rye, 5tf 
pounds; oats, Ski pounds; barley, 47 
pounds; Irish potatoes, 60 pounds; sweet 
potatoes, 55 pounds; white beans, 
pounds; clover seed, 60 pounds; timo- 
thy seed, 45 pounds; flaxseed, 56 pounds; 
hemp seed, 44 pouuds; bluegrass seed, 
14 pounds; buckwheat, 52 pouuds; dried 
peaches (unpeeled), i!3 pounds; dried 
peaches (peeled), 38 pounds; dried ap- 
ples, 24 pounds; onions, 57 pounds; 
turnips, 55 pouuds; corn meal, 48 pounds;

Bae» on Squashes aud Cucumbers. 

Question.— My late squashes aud en- 
cumbers are always injured more or less 
by bugs. Can you give me some rem- 
edy which will check the ravages of 
these little pests? 

Answer.— Saltpetre is said to be a 
never failing remedy. The plan is to 
dissolve iu water a sufficient quantity of 
saltpetre to apply to all the hills. While 
the plants are still young aud before the 
bugs begin work, make a little ditch 
around each hill and pour in the salt- 
petre water.— State Agricultural De- 
ment.

I and in England when the first re- 
ports from the African gold fields, 
prevails in the far West. Mining 
and exploring expeditions have al- 
ready been started and others are 
being organized, says ihe New 
York Tribune. New' York, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago papers con- 
tain advertisements of "prosper- 
ing parties" which any one may 
join by paying an initiation fee of 
$500, and adventurers are working 
their way toward the Pacific coast 
with a view to being near the 
mines, if they cannot be in them. 
There are many original "forty- 
niners" in various parts of the 
United States, and many cities* 
have organizations where the orig- 
inal fedd hunters inett every year 
to tell the stories and relate the 
adventures which made the "days 
of '49'' the most important in their 
careers. The experience of these 
men are listened to with renewed 
interest at this time. Many of the 
white-haired gold hunters of the 
days of '-19 believe that the risks 
which men take in going to these 
new gold fields are as nothing com- 
pared with what they did "way 
back in '49." 

"No matter how hard they will 
have to work," said the old man, 
"the men who go to Alaska will 
never put up with what we had to 
in the days when gold was first 
found in California.

Election For No Fences. 

Sect. 1777. The provisions of 
sections 1772, 1778, 1774, 1775 and 
17,76 shall become operative in any | 
county in this state, upon the fol- ' 
lowing terms and conditions: 
Whenever so many as fifty free 
holders in any county in this state 
shall petition the ordinary of any 
county for the benefit of the pro- 
visions of said sections, said ordi- 
nary shall at once make known 
throughout said county, by adver- 
tising in the public gazette if there 
be one published in said county, 
and by notices at all ejection pre- 
cincts and public places therein, 
that such petition has been filed in 
bis office, such notices to he pub- 
lished twenty days.

If sucia petition is not met 
by such counter petition of so 
many as twenty-five additional 
free holders, then the ordinary 
aforesaid shall at once proceed to 
have an election held in such coun- 
ty on first Wednesday in July fol- 
lowing, in which the question 
shall be submitted to the lawful 
voters of said county of "fence" 
or "no fence," said election to be 
held at the court ground in each 
malitia district and under the same 
rides and regulations as provided 
for members of the General As- 
sembly, and after thirty days no - 
lice at the most public places in 
said county: Provided that no 
person shall be allowed to vote at 
s*ud eleci ion except in the militia 
district in which he resides: Pro- 
vided, Iha-t sH'ch election shall not 
be held < f'ener than one time in 
every year. The returns of said 
elect ion id) til be made to the ordi- 
nary of said comity, who after ex- 
amining the same and deciding up- 
on all questions which may arise 
out of said election, shall proclaim 
the result by .notice as aforesaid.

feel of them, which, in some cases, 
is really the only w.ay of discover- 
ing the fraud; for while a counter - 
feiter may occasionally succeed in 
so perfectly imitating the design 
of a note as to mislead even an ex- 
pert, it is next to impossible for 
him to counterfeit the paper vised 
by the government." 

Don't Use Big Words. 

Tho following note was picked 
up by us on the street one day last 
week, and wc suppose— judging by 
the names, which we withhold- 
that the young fellow who penned 
the epistle will experience quite a 
surprise when he sees it in print. 
Without the names, here it it: 

"Dear : May I have the 

beatific and exquisite pleasure- 
yes, tho divine sensation— of es- 
corting your person over the in- 
tervening space which lies between 
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sequences, aud the temptation to 
private malevolence, or revenge, 
to influence these powers, is very 
great. To discourage such an 

ual liberty, has been a principal 
aim of the law, which treats au 
attempt of this kind as criminal." 
In a case reported in 2nd Sawyer 
at page 663, Mr. Justice Field, of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, ably explains the powers 
and duties cf grand juries, and 
among other things, warned them 
"not to allow private prosecutors 
to intrude themselves into their 
presence, and present accusations'' 
because "generally such parties 
are actuated by private enmity, 
and seek merely the gratification 
of their personal malice." Grand 
juries should always inquire into 
the credibility of witnesses. And 
quoting again from Mr. Justice 
Field, in the case referred to, "in 
their investigations they should 
receive only legal e-vi lence, to the 
exclusion of mere reports suspicion 
and hearsay evidence, and that, 
subject to this qualification, they 
should receive all the evidence 
presented, which nif-y throw light 
upon the matter under consider- 
ation, wether it tends t.. establish 

accused; and that, if in the course 
of their inquiry, they have reason 
to believe that there is other evi- 
dence, not presented to them, 

away the charge under investiga- 
tion, it is their duty to order such 
evidence to be produced." 

This is the true rule, and in view 
of our experience in the courts, no 
other is safe to the citizen or the 
state. Whether innocent or guilty, 
it is a serious matter for a citizen 
to be indicted by a grand jury, 
especially for a high crime, 
involving disgrace, and it may be, 
life. It puts the accused to the 
expense and mortification of a 
public trial, which may result in 
his complete and honorable vindica- 
tion, but at the same time leaving 
about his reputation a flavor of 
suspicion, which he may never 
outlive. We have seen cases in 
which parties had been indicted, 
go out of court on nolle prosequi 
because the witnesses, at the time 
for (lie trial, could not identify the 
accused, or remember facts suffi- 
ceent to convict, and yet on whose 
testimony, before the grand jury, 
indictment had been returned. Wo 
know such cases, and they are 
matters of record m our courts. 
Hence we believe it to be the duty 
of grand juries to indict no man, 
until all the evidence which can bo 
obtained, has been presented to 
them. Law and order should be 
maintained, and yet the rights and 
liberties of the humblest citizen in 
the land, should beheld equally 
sacred, with the demands of society. 
--Jasper Republican.

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j-Convict Building Two Big- 
Organs. 

An organ builder by occupation, 
who is an inmate of the state pris- 
on at Sing Smg, is engaged in 
building two large organs for the 
Roman Catholic and Protestant 
chapels which are to occupy the 
first floor of the new administra- 
tion building at the prison, says 
the New York Evening Sun. 

The c nvict's name is not made 
public by Warden Sage. This is 
inconsistent with the warden's rule 
never to mention names in such 
matters unless it is absolutely nec- 
essary. The man knows his busi- 
ness perfectly, it is said, however, 
and has worked at every branch of 
it in Canada, where he learned his 
trade, in this country and in Eng- 
land. Besides knowing all the in- 
tricacies of organ manufacturing, 
he -knows all about the famous or- 
gans of tho world, 
j The organs for the two chapels 
are to be finished on December 15, 
j the builder declares. He is at 
work on both of them all the time, 
' and expects to put the finishing 
touches on. both at about the same 
time. 

It is estimated that it would have 
cost the state $3,100 to haye had 
each one of the organs built at 
outside manufactories. The actu- 
al cost to the state for the raw ma- 
terial needed to build polh instru- 
ments is about $260. The saying 
on the two instruments will amount 
to $5,940. 

The builder has a helper, anoth- 
er convict who does odd jobs, but 
who knows nothing about the bus- 
iness. So that all the intricate 
work has to be done by this one 
man. 

The organ for the Protestant 
chapel is professionally known as 
a two-manuol pedal base instru- 
ment, with 585 notes, C C C, 2 F. 
The pedals are the same as those 
adopted by the College of l >rgan- 
ists of Berlin. It has thirty-nine 
Stops and eight pedal movements. 

The organ for the Catholic chap- 
el, which is the larger, is a thrce- 
manuel pedal-bass instrument, 
with 731 n -tes. The pedals are 
the same as those in the smaller 
organ, and it has the same musi- 
cal designation: C C C, 2 F. It 
has forty-three stops and nine 
pedal movements. When comple- 
ted, this will be the Llrgest reed 
organ in the world, the present 
largest instrument being that in 
the Winter Palace at St. Peters- 
bers - , which was built by a Cana- 
dian firm, aud has 663 notes, or 
sixty-eight less than the present 
instrument. 

"One of the principal features 
of the organ for the Catholic chap- 
el is that tho organist can connect 
the poda! organ directly with the 
swell instrument," says the build- 
er. "Another feature of both or- 
gans is that they will be supplied 



tions of the installment, and which 
will give that swell effect at pres- 
ent only to be foun 1 in the large 
pipe organs, 

"The tops of both instruments 
are colored and lettered, so that 
they both show to the organist the 
position on keyboards to use and 
the- instrument that each stop is 
connected with.

ted Findley mine, which we can 
see at this moment, until they have 
about got it within the corporate 
limits of Gainesville, causing us to 
imagine already that we can stand 
in our door and spit in the window 
of the Hall county court house. 

Now, back to Mr. Mayne. This 
gentleman came over from Eng- 
land some months ago with $25,- 
000 of his own money, so it is said, 
given him by a company to secure 
a certain amount of options in 
Lumpkin and four or fiye other 
mountain counties. Soon after bis 
arrival he went to work. He se- 
cured the services of a couple of 
gentlemen in Dahlonega who went 
from county to county and from 
place to place getting up the op- 
tions, some cost them nothing: 
hile as much as a thousand dol- 
lars were paid for a single option, 
le time Mr. Mayne made 
Gainesville his headquarters, and 
kept mounted men going both day 
and night from point to point to 
carry their important mail mat- 
ter. Occasionally Mr. Mayne 
would make a trip to Atlanta and 
"blow in" a couple or three hun 
dred dollars on a single day or 
two's trip, so some of the Gaines- 
ville folks reported. All this com- 
bined made a "big hole in his 
money." At the same time he be- 
came the possessor of some valua- 
ble mining property a few miles 
aboye Dahlonega on Cavender's 
Creek. A few weeks after closing 
this trade he sailed for London for 
the purpose of securing the neces- 
sary money to buy up all the land 
tracted for, to be gone but a 
short time. He was just going to 
start back in "ten daj's" most every 
time heard from but a large num- 
ber of "ten days" have passed and 
is not here yet. Many per- 
sons have lost numbers of days in 
coming to town to see when Mr. 
Mayne would be back until they 
got disheartened and scarcely ever 
mention his name now. 

Some think that he will yet re- 
turn but we have our doubts. Men 
are not apt to supply a person with 
money who is not more saving of 
his own. This is not the kind of a 
J>oom desired. Men who wish to 
make a success in mining will have 
to use econemy as is required in 
other business. Money spent in a 
lavish manner does not help any 
country long as it scarcely ever 
fails to react. 



Warning to Tax Collectors. Dalton Merchants Indicted. 



Comptroller General Wright wants 
every tax collector in the state to 
collect his taxes promptly and turn 
them in. He will take no excuses for 
delay. In an official letter which he 
has sent to all the collectors he say 

"The legislature empowers and 
requires me to cause the taxes to be 
collected by the 20th of December 
next, and upon failure of any tax 
collector to do so, it is made my duty 
to issue fi, fas. against each 
every collector who has tailed to set- 
tle his account, and to place said fi. 
fas. in the hands of an officer for 
collection, I shall therefore obey the 
law, and it is strictly enjoined upon 
you to give the public the notice 
required by section 934 of tbe code, 
paragraph 6, at as early a day as 
practicable in order that the people 
may have ample opportunity to pay 
their taxes, so that you can settle 
your account with this office at the 
time required by law. 

'•Taxes are a necessity and must 
be paid and it is much easier to 
collect them before than after Decem- 
ber. The law requires the payment 
of taxes before any other debt (see 
code, section 812). I therefore urge 
upon you the necessity of so arra 
ing your dates and appointments 
that you may be able to collect the 
taxes during the months of Septem- 
ber, October and November. I now 
forewarn you that the law relating to 
defaulting collectors will be strictly 
and rigidly enforced, and the sec- 
urities on your bond notified if your 
settlements are not promptly made."

While rambling through Nacoo- 
chce Valley the other day the wri- 
ter stopped by the way to look at 
the famous Ham by mine owned 
and operated by the Martin Mill 
ing Gold Mining Co. It is on the 
old Reynolds vein. Mr. Martin 
has several Lumpkin county mi 
ners employed here. They have 
cut a tunnel into the hill about 100 
feet long. This has been a tedious 
undertaking as the tunnel has been 
to blast nearly all the way, but 
they have reached the "hidden 
treasure" at last, for any rock 
which you may pick up from the 
ore pile shows the precious metal 
in abundance. 

A small one which we picked up 
weighing only two pennyweights, 
contained to the opinion of an ex- 
pert 18 grains of gold. 

We were told by one of the mill 
hands that eight tons of o-*e taken 
from this tunnel yielded 235 pen- 
nyweights, and added, that under 
the present process, not more than 
half the gold could be saved. He 
also told us that in thirteen days 
un on the ten stamp mill, 
ken from another point of the 
vein, and with an insufficient sup- 
ply of water, they cleaned up 863 
pennyweights. The total cost of 
getting this ore to the mill, crush- 
t and cleaning up, was only 
about $150.00. A Klondike in- 
deed ! 

Next we visited the St. George. 
At this place there is being work- 
ed one of the richest placer mines 
in North Georgia. There is also a 
a rich vein here but on account of 
the dry weather the water is not 
sufficient to operate the magnifi- 
cent twenty stamp mill, but we 
were told that a sufficient supply 
would soon be secured and the mill 
put in operation. 

We intended visiting the "Jones," 
Platsburg and other rich mines but 
did not have time. 

Our rambling through the beau- 
tiful valley of Indian corn, climb 
ing around the deep mountain gor 
ges, viewing the rich ore beds, ad - 
miring the picturesque scenery, 
and Iisteniug to the rumbling roar 
of the Chattahoochee river as it 
leaps along its rugged course was 
over all too soon. 

We would not forget to mention 
the fact that Nacoochee has one of 
the finest high school buildings in 
the county and with Prof. W. TV 
Seabolt in charge we cannot but 
predict for them a bright year.

Lumpkin County. 

1 We gather the following inter- 
esting items concerning Dahlone- 
ga and Lumpkin county from 
Cobb's Digest which will doubt- 
less be interesting to many of our- 
readers: 

Lumpkin county was lai(I out 
in 1832 from Cherokee- county. 

Public buildings were located in ; 
Dahlonega in 1835. 

Dahlonega Academy was incor- 
porated in 1833. Allowed from 
the state treasury $185 to build 
the Academy in. 1835. 

The state donated $10,000 to, 
ake a turnpike road .from Dah- 
lonega through Gilmer to, the Ten- 
nessee line in 1836. An appropri- 
ation of $4,00.0 was made for the, 
road from Loudsville to the state 
line in Union county in 1836. 

Colonels and majors at that tiuie, 
were elected at the various pre- 
cincts and not "tacked on" to every 
little up start like they are at the, 
present day. 

Dahlonega was incorporated in 
1833. 

In 1837 "Taloniga Academy'? 
incorporation was repealed and 
* 'Dahlonega Academy" incorpora- 
ted. 

The sheriff in 1850 was allow- 
ed to advertise in the Athens pa r 
pers. 

Grand jury was compensated in 
1843 and tbe petit jury in 1850. 

In 1838 the corporate limits of 
Dahloncga only extended one- 
fourth of a mile each way from 
the court house. 

In 1847 Justices of the Peace 
examined teachers. 

In those days it didn't require 
as many officers to do the business 
of the county, the expenses were 
much less and the people were 
more prosperous than they arc to- 
day.

An Old Wagon. 

Uncle Berry Larnion, who lives 
in the Western portion of Lump- 
kin county, has a wagon that was 
manufactured about the yeax 1830 
by Joseph Berry in Burke county, 
N. C., and was bought by George 
Larmon for $125, who moved in it 
to this county in 1833. It was in 
constant use for a number of years, 
which is in a very good state of 
preservation and is now owned by 
Uncle Berry as before stated. The 
hind wheels are five feet and a half 
high and the bed holds fifty bush- 
els of corn in the ear. 

Mr. Larmon says he moyed to 
this county on tbe 15th day of 
April when not a stick of timber 
had been touched except what the 
surveyors had cut, and they -clear- 
ed and fenced land and made corn 
enough to do a family of eleven 
person.s., six head of horses and 55 
head of cattle and a good deal to 
sell. 

That year the family killed 137 
rattle snakes, and Martin Larmon 
killed ,96 deer in oae year. 

If any one has an older wagon, 
has killed more deer and rattle 
snakes we would like to hear from 
them.

When your 
com is housed place oa top of the pile 
in shallow vessels or poured on cotton 
waste, bi-suiphide of carbon, at the rate 
of 1% pouuds of the bi-sulphide to every 
100 bushels of corn if the crib is very 
opeu, or 1 pound to the 100 bushels if 
the crib is tight. The bi-sulphide 
quickly vaporizas, and the vapor being 
heavier than the air descends through 
the mass of corn, permeating every nook 
and comer, and killing all insects that 
it reaches, as well as rats aud mice. 
The bi- sulphide is a colorless liquid with 
an unpleasant odor, and is a powerful 
poison, aud can be bought at almost any 
drug store for 20 to 30 cents a pound. 
There is a much cheaper grade called 
"fuma bi-sulphide, " whioh is said by 
those who have tried it to be quite as 
effective as any. Eaar in mi.nl that the 
vapor of this liquid is very iuflamable, 
and that no fire, not even a lighted mpo 
or cigar, must be taken anywhere near 
it. This danger exists as long as there j 
is any odor of the bi-sulphide, and may 
continue for two or three days. The 1 
gram will not be injured either for eat- 
lag or for planting purposes by this ; 
treatment. Some of the weevils being ! 
protected by the shucks from contact 
with the vapor, will escape the first ap- 
plication, but a second use of the remedy 
in three or four weeks will kill these. 
Shelled com or wheat or peas may be 
saved from weevils by placing in a hogs- 
head or barrel aud applying a propor- 
tionate amount of the bi-sulphide as 
above described. I will be glad to hear 
the result, should any farmer try the 
remedy. There is no danger in its use 
if you will bear in mind that the mate- 
rial is very poisonous and very inflam. 
mable, and that if you use a largei 
quantity than recommended you will 
be likely to injure the grain for planting 
purposes.— State Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 

QraSTtON-.-I live in Gilmer county 
ana. have some good land, both valley 
and lull land. Would it pay me to 
plant an apple orchard for market ' 1* 
yes, will the valley or the hill side be 
best for the purpose ? Give the names 
of some good varieties of apples for this 
section. 

Answer.— I have no doubt that an 
apple orchard of properly selected vari- : 
eties, cared for as it should be, will pay 
handsomely in your county and in any ! 
other county in neartheast and north- I 
west Geargia. The foothills of the Ozark 1 
mountains in southern Missouri and j 
northern Arkansas produce splendid ' 
crops of superior apples which are ship. I 
ped to all parts of the United States, 
and I see no reason why your seotion I 
should not do the same thing. Apple I 
trees require a good soil, and if youi j 
valley land is well drained it will be 
most suitable for them. At the same 
time if your hill sides are not very steep 
and are fertile, as I kuow many of them 
are, they will answer very well for the ! 
purpose. They must be terraced, how- I 
ever, so that the soil will not wash 
away. The following are some varie- 
ties that will do well in your section: 
Wine Sap. Yates, Terry, Shockley, Ben | 
Davis, Southern Greening, Fall Pippin, I 
Etowa, Kinard, Mrs. Bryan, Grimes I 
Golden Pippin. Remember that appl< ' 
trees require cultivation and attention, 
and without these they will not prove 
profitable. They draw their sustenance 
from the earth, and if you rob them of 
their food by planting other crops on 
the laud you will get a poor return from 
them. Of course, when the trees are 
young you might plant peas or clover or 
some similar crop among them, but in 
no case put a grain crop on the land. 1 
have often seen this done to the great 
detriment of the orchard, the corn oi 
wheat or oats robbing the trees of the 
very elements that they needed for their 
development. If you will plant an ap- J 
pie orchard as I have suggested aud give I 
it the same care that the peach grower ! 
of South Georgia, or the oransre grower I 
of Florida bestows upon his trees. I 
have no doubt that in the long run the | 
apple orchard will prove as profitable as ' 
the others. By all means try it, if you 
only plant one or two acres.— State Ag- j 
ricultural Deapartment.

All these defendants, both white 
and black, had an opportunity to 
pay out except John Satterfield. In 
one of his cases there was no alter- 
native and he .must be compelled 
to work at hard labor in the chain 
gang while others, equally as guil- 
ty as this friendless boy were al- 
lowed to pay a fine and are now 
at liberty with their relatiycs and 
friends enjoying the pleasures of 
life. We have no hesitancy in say- 
ing that his honor was too severe 
the boy. It is true that the de- 
fendant has a bad name but judges 
hpuld not allow themselves to be 
influenced by outside reports. No, 
they should be governed by the 
i testimony in the case same as ju- 
rors investigating it. He was not 
'charged in the bill with anything 
except an assault. The other 
charges were not in it, none of 
which had been brought against 
him in open court, and all parties 
are innocent in the eyes of the law 
until it is proven to the contrary. 
The bill had not been returned but 
a few miputes for an assault until 
he was rushed into trial without 
being permitted to send for a sin- 
gle witness. It was all a one-sid- . 
ed game. And when a verdict was 
returned the finishing touch was 
added in short order and the de- 
fendant was given what .is called 
justice. He had -the least mercy 
shown him of any defendant we ev- 
er saw carried to the court room. 
One of the defendants in the 
above list, charged with an assault 
with intent to murder., who had eut 
a negro'* throat, was allowed to 
plead guilty to an assault and fined 
only $10. Another one who, if all 
reports are true, has made and sold 
enough liquor to swim a horse, 
ausing sorrow and untold suffer- 
ing, was fined $15. There were 
two other cases against him which 
wore allowed to be nol prossed. 
Ho too has settled his fine, return- 
ed to the mountains and in all 
probability is in the same old bus- 
iness, while Satterfield is toiling at 
hard licks in tho chain gang.

closely myself, aiid I have talked with 
experienced farmers from many coun- 
ties, and I venture the assertion that 
Georgia will make no more cotton than 
she did last year. In addition to this 
disaster, the price has decliued more 
than a cent a pound in the same time, 
and our farmers are now face to face 
with a small crop and the price in most 
cases below the cost of production. The 
crop is being rapidly (fathered and on 
many farms where rust appeared, early 
picking is practically over. Should good 
weather continue for a few weeks 
longer the crop will all be gathered, as 
th^ra it very little top crop anywhere in 
the state, 

CORN. 

Fortunately this crop is jwil, gener- 
erally, though a few couutloi report i 
Short ou acoount of local drouth, ii is ' 
fortunate that our farmers will have 
put little porn to buy, for there will be. 
little or no money left iu their hands 
from the sale of their cotton. I advise 
every farmer to save his com carefully 
and allow none of it to be wasted, for 
corn promises to be higher in price next 
year than it has been for a year or two 
pas(. 

OTHER CROPS. 

Rice is reported good from the coast 
Counties, where the bulk of the crop is 
raised^ and no severe storm having "oc- 
currea iu September most of it is now 
safely harvested. Sorghum and sngar 
oane have made fair crops, though the 
latter has been retarded iu growth by 
dry weather in the early summer. The 
crop of peas is good and they should be 
gathered in spite of the pressing de- 
Eauda of the opeu cotton. Peas sold 
this year in Atlanta from $i to $1.23 
a bushel, and every farmer that has 
them shoultl at least save his seed, if 
uo more. A great deal of fine fodder 
and hay has been cured and housed, 
and this good work should still ■ go on 
wherever rains have kept the grass 
green and nutritious. 

Groundpeas and sweet potatoes are 
au average crop, and will go a long 
ways towards fattening the killing 
Logs, particularly in South Georgia, 
where groundpeas are largely planted 
for this purpose. 

STOCK ' 

Are generally reported healthy and 
in good condition, and with plenty of 
corn and fodaer are likely to conr 
so. Some reports of cholera, but 
than usual. 



Question.— I tried a small plat in 
sand vetch as au experiment, but it 
spread so close to the ground that I am 
convinced on a large scale it would be 
an exceedingly difficult crop to gather. 
I believe it is as valuable as crimson 
clover, as a winter crop it is better 
adapted to dry soil, and if this difficulty 
can be overcome it will become one of 
our most valuable crops. Oau you sug- 
Hest a plan for successfully saving it? 

Answer. — It has been found that if 
▼etch is seeded with wheat or rye, the 
latter will hold it up, and prevent it 
from spreading so close to the grouud. 
It is richer in albuminoids than clover 
and stands the winter equally as well, 
but it should be cut before it becomes 
■too woody. —State Agricultural Depart-

.phosphoric acid termed unavailable, 
which gradually becomes available by 
the action of certain properties iu the 
soil. 

8. If you wish to bring .up your land 
rapidly you should fertilize each crop 
well. 

9. Of course a portion, of the phospho- 
ric acid and kainit would remain in the 
soil to be taken up by the ootton crop, 
but as I have said before, if you wish to 
bring your land to a high state of fer- 
tility each crop that you plant should 
be wall fertilized.— State Agricultural 
Department.
